(From tho Indianapolis New* ) 
According to st ii 11st irs compiled by 
the federal departm ent of labor, 
strikes, involving m ore th an 4,000.000 
workers, ocrurred in the I ’lilted States

A'•sliming th at tin* 4»000,ooo 
Include only the strikers and their de­ 
pendents, ami such other w orkers ax 
were m ade Idle by reason of tbell­ 
w ort being Intimately connected wivli 
tliat of tin* strikers, the tale is not It a I f 
told. 
Some of Hies** strikes, such as the 
coal miners' strike, the dock w orkers' 
strike, the railroad strike, arid the steel 
strike, affected more or leas directly 
every Institution In the co u n try ; and

people, 
num bering 
som ething m ore than IOO,OOO,(ML were 
put 
to inconvenience, 
expense, 
and 
som etim es exposed to peril because 
four per cent «>f the total w as not sa t­ 
isfied with Its wages or w orking condi­ 
tions and knew no other w ay 
or, tit 
any rate, refused to recognize any 
other w ay- to hotter the situ ation than 
to strike. 
This Is a condition th a t Is a credit 
neither to o u r business m anagem ent 
nor ou r public adm inistration. 
It Is In 
effect a sacrifice of the interests of 
tile m any to th e Interests of the few, 
when there should be a sacrifice of 
neither. 
T here are, of course, alw ays 
the unreasonable m alcontents who will 
not be satisfied with any arrang em ent, 
but for tin* most p a rt Americium pre ­ 
fer peace and a steady Job to the a r ­ 
tificially created Industrial unrest of 
which they are so frequently made 
the victims. 
It Is useless to hope that 
all men will be able to agree all the 
time, but It Is wholly possible for 
them to a d ju d ic ate th eir differences 
w ithout resort to th e medieval <mirtom 
of using force— and the strik e or the 
lockout is force. 
P erh ap s when the 
cam paign Is over, and th** statesm en 
aud politicians m n look forw ard to a 
lieriod of tw o years w ithout urgent po­ 
litical 
m sneuverlngs, 
they 
run 
find 
time to consider the question of Indus- 
trial stability with more sincerity and 
earnestness thud they have given to It 
heretofore. 
P robably nothing would 
do m ore to bring about a re tu rn of n a ­ 
tional contentm ent and assu re atrible 
prosperity, and to show th a t the conn- 
try is really as civilized as It pretends 
to be. 


Labor Pushing Campaign. 
E xecutive councils of s ta te fe d e ra ­ 
tions of labor have boon asked by the 
executive com m ittee of th e American 
Federation of Labor to bold special 
sessions to adopt m easures for close 
co-operation w ith Hie national commit* 
tis* in the political cam paign. 
T he councils w ere ask«*d especially 
to study th e legislative records on 
m easures of Interest to labor of all 
m em bers of the Sixty sixth congress 
whose term s of oil ice expire M arch 4. 
T hese records recently w ere completed j 
by the national com m ittee and sent ! 
to the sta te organizations. 
Si»eclal conferences of all labor or- | 
gunizatlons in each of the congres­ 
sional d istricts of tile country were 
also suggested by the national com- j 
mlttee, but no d ates were fixed. 
'Hie 
purjsise of th e se conferences would be 
to p rep are for active campaign* In 
each congressional district.

Melbourne 
T rad es 
Hall 
council derided to organize a Labor 
day on the first of May each year, 
to tak e the place of the p resen t eight- 
hours celebration. 
It w as decided to 
refer the proposals to nil labor coun­ 
cils throughout A ustralia aud to nil 
the fed erated union* for th eir support. 


Agree to W alt for Raise. 
More th an IO,OOO employees of the 
P hiladelphia La pul T ran sit company 
voted not to dem and the Increase in 
w ages of seven and one-half cent* an 
hour, g ran ted July I last, until the 
revenue Increases sufficiently to pay 
the advance. 
T he action w as taken 
a fter T ho m as E. Mitten, president, had 
outlined th e financial condition of the 
company. 


R iveters R eturn to W ork. 
T h ree hu n d red riveters a t the Fore 
River (M ass.) Shipbuilding company, 
who have been out on strike for In­ 
creased w ages since July 14, returned 
to work. 
A grievance com m ittee rep- 
resenting the strikers will be respon­ 
sible for an ad ju stm en t of wages, and 
a conference will he held with the 
company officials. 
It Is expected th a t 
a settlem ent will be announced within 
a few days, '•'he strike was conducted 
w ithout th e sanction of union officials.
